Baming  of  a  Cotton  Mill. 

Another  of  those  fearful  calamities,  in  part 
attributable  to  human  carelessness,  which 
have  formed  a  sad  chapter  in  the  domestic 
history  of  the  year,  occurred  at  Fall  River 
Mass.. t  on  Saturday,  the  19th  inst.  At  7 
o’clock  in  the  morning’  a  fire  broke  out  in 
Granite  Mill,  No.  1,  in  that  city,  atid  sp  ead 
with  great  rapidity.  The  operators  had  just 
commenced  work  when  the  fire  burst  forth 
withlightning  speed, cutting  off  the  fire  alarm 
and  all  egress  from  the  building,  which  con 
tained  some  seven  hundred  men,  women  and 
children.  The  fire  seems  to  have  originated 
in  the  spinning  room  in  the  northwest  end 
of  the  mill,  from  friction  in  a  mule  head, 
at  once  igniting  the  oil  waste  about  it,  ami 
spreading  by  means  of  oil  on  the  floor  and 
about  each  piece  of  machinery  directly,  and 
with  great  quickness,  toward  the  centre 
tower — the  only  source  of  escape  for  tlioss 
on  the  fourth  and  fifth  stories,  besides  the 
four  fire  escapes.  The  flames  had  leaped  to 
the  entrance  of  the  tower  on  the  fourth 
floor,  thereby  cutting  off  this  ineuus  of 
escape,  but.  the  operatives  had  two  ladders 
of  the  south  gable  directly  before  them,  and 
wm-  urged  by  the  overseers  and  citizens 
to  take  them.

Washington,  D.  C.,  Sept.  21,^1874. 

The  insurrection  and  removal  of  Gn^erpor 
Kellogg  in  Louisiana  caused  some  excite¬ 
ment  here  the  past  week,  and  for  awhile  it 
looked  like  old  War  times  around  the  ho¬ 
tels.  The  troubles  throughout  the  South 
have  been  brewing  for  some  time,  and 
everything  to-day  seems  in  a  feverish  and 
mixed  state.  It  is  especially  so  in  Louisiana 
where  the  question  of  who  is  Governor  has 
been  a  cause  of  agitation  since  the  election 
about  two  years  ago  Kellogg,  On  the  one 
hand,  has  been  inaugurated,  his  adminis¬ 
tration  bos  been  established  and  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Courts,  the  President 
and  by  Congress.  On  the  other  hand,  Mc- 
Euery  claims  to  have  been  elected,  and  last 
winter  was  in  this  city  during  the  session  of 
Congress,  endeavoring  to  establish  his 
claim.  I  saw  him  often  then,  and  he  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  a  man  of  no  great  strength  of 
character,  which  is  confirmed  by  his  remain¬ 
ing  away  from  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
leaving  the  movements  of  the  Insurgents  to 
be  regulated  by  Lieutenant  Governor  Penn. 
This  whole  question  was  before  Congress, 
and  the  President  in  a  message  stated  the 
condition  of  affairs,  aud  that  he  must  rec¬ 
ognize  Kellogg  if  no  action  was  taken  by 
them.  The  question  is  not  whether  either 
of  these  two  men  ar'  Governor,  but  can  a 
recognized  Government  be  overturned  by  a 
body  of  armed  and  desperate  men.

It  is  said  that 
four  tiremou  lost  their  lives  in  endeavoring 
to  rescue  the  girls.  The  fire  woe  brought 
under  about  half  past  eight;  but  in  that 
short,  time  twenty-three  persons  were  either 
burned  or  crushed  to  death  outright  or  re¬ 
ceived  such  terrible  injuries  that  their  death 
took  place  in  ajew  hours,  while  thirty-five 
others  wpre  injured,  some  of  them,  it  is 
feared,  fatally.
